Communications-Gap 



Several people who commented on the 
Roscoe Holcomb article in last; Thursday’s 
Herald expressed genuine surprise that Perry 
County had a man who had earned for himself 
a reputation as a genuine folk artist in far 
away cities and states while remaining un- 
known and unpraised by his neighbors. How 
can this be? seemed to be the question that 
was on everybody’s mind who became inter- 
ested in Holcomb after the Herald article 
brought him to local public attention. 

Well, how can this be? 

That question is of fundamental import- 
ance to all of us who live in Perry County, 
and particularly so to those of us who live 
here in Hazard. For, when looked at a certain 
way, the fact that that question needs answer- 
ing points up the general, and historic, lack of 
communication between the citizens of this 
town and this county. 

That such a communcations-gap exists be- 
tween the town of Hazard and the county of 
Perry can hardly be denied. Examples of it can 
be found just about anywhere you care to 
look. Aside from situations such as Holcomb’s, 
where a man of talent is unappreciated in his 
own county seat, other examples manifest 
themselves on every hand. 

It is apparent each time a group of city 
folks try to organize a county-wide clean-up 
campaign and don’t seem to get much cooper- 
ation. It shows when a newsman introduces 
himself as being from Hazard and finds a

It shows 
in the general impression so many townsmen

Authority to Ensure Enforcement of Strip-Mine Law Begins June 1

hdweuxi T. Breathitt acted quickly to ensure its strict ear 
loncement, beginning June 18. He gave Robert Montgomery 
the prim ary auth ority for enforcement, elevating the 43 - 

d landow «*a- from Assistant to 

Deputy State Commissioner of Conservation. 

Montgomery girded for the big jab ahead, at the outset 
overhauling the State Division of Strip Mining and Reclama- 
tio n He is expanding its enforcement structure with highly- 
trained inspectors and, to keep down misunderstanding, is 
defining the new law to both operators and conservation 
leaders. 

Montgomery went to IVmnsyKania and studied that 
State's Strip-Mine Law, considered a National model by con- 
servationists and sportsmen. Though the Kentucky law is 
milder than the Pennsylvania law, their goals are identical: 

— To preserve both economic and esthetic values by en- 
suring restoration of stripped land and the protection of 
adjacent properties. 

To prevent stream pollution from acid draiisage or 
ailtatkm and to protect water-Utile levels. 

Specifically, Kentucky ! new law requires more extensive 
reclamation work by coal operators; increases the amounts 

of porfuevwuaee bonds and acreage teds, sad compels opera- 
tors to file an acceptable plan of reclamation before a permit 

Is Issued by the state. 



strip-mine problem can be solved swiftly and surely. He of- 
fered these explanations: 

Law or not law, stripped hinds cannot be restored 
overnight; trees and vegetation must have to grow, but even 
then, tihe land will not regain its original potential. 

-Streams blackened by coal washers at underground 
mines come under the authority of the Kentucky Wgter 
Pollution Control Commission,, not the Division of Strip 
Mining and Reclamation. 

For the fret time, the water commission is stepping into 
tile stj ip-mine regulation field — whenever water contanvina- 
tion appears. The Commission and three State Departments, 

( onservaition. Mines and Minerals and Fish and Wildlife Re- 
sources, are working together to enforce the new law.
